Many Are Hanged. 


Thirteen civilians and soldiers, sen- 


tenced by the military courts to death 
for murder, were hanged In different 
parts of Constantinople at 4 o'clock 
this morning. 


Major Youssef, his son and 
three 


other men who killed the Syrian dep- 
uty, Emir Mohammed Arslan, in front 
of the parliament buildings, were exe- 
cnted on the spot whero they commit- 
ted 
the crime. Five 
others 
were 


hanged at the entrance of the ministry 
of war and threo men at the Stambou 
end 
of the 
Galata bridge. 
Upon 


the breast of each criminal had been 


pinned a large placard In Turkish, set- 
ting forth the sentence of the court. 
Around the foot of the gibbets on the 
bridge the early morning buying of 
fruits, flowers and vegetables proceed- 
ed as -usual, while thn bodies were In 
full sight of tho groat crowds that 
made their way over the bridge be- 
tween Stnmboul and Galata. 


Major Youtsef's Offense. 


Major Youssef was commandant of 


the flrst battalion of the Seventh reg- 
iment. Among the non-commissioned 
officers 
executed 
was 
Hamdl 
Bin 


Yechar. a sergeant In the fourth bat- 
talion of the Salonlca Chaussnurs. The 
men executed on Galata Bridge were 
guilty of the murder or Lieutenant 
Ellis. 


Major Youssef was the man, who, 


after the murder of Deputy Arslan, 
made his way to the house of parlia- 
ment and denounced the members for 
acting against the laws of the Koran. 
Yechar planned the details of the re- 
volt of April 13 and was commander- 
In-chief and practically 
dictator 
of 


Constantinople for tho two days fol- 
lowing. The other eleven men worked 
under Yechar.

A member of the court-martial read 


the sultan's firman confirming the sen- 
tences at each place or execution, and 
priests prayed with the condemned 
men for two hours before their exe- 
cution.

Washington, D. C., May 3.—War has 


been openod try Senator Johnson, «f 
North Dakota, oa. the effort to -erect a 
statue In tho public square in this city 
to Alexander Hamilton. He today intro- 
duced a resolution repealing tho resolu- 
tion providing for such a memorial. 


"I want that man forgotten as soon as 


possible," said Senator Johnson in con- 
versation today. "I do not want an effigy 
of Hamilton put up here as a model for 
any young man. If som» people want 
suoh, a status let them buy thfl ground 
some where on which to place it. They 
propose to put. It near the white house 
on a public square and I will make war 
"on it. ' It .It is-put there in less than one 
hundred years that statue will be dyna- 
mlte.d for the American 'people will not 
tolerate It. Alexander Hamilton was one 
of the most--contemptible rakes we have 
ever known In' this oounti-y. His military 
service was not sufficient to warrant the 
edectlon' of" a memorial .to him and his 
legislative service was only. In represent- 
ing New York City district in tho legis- 
lature of his state, which, is not sufficient 
'for such distinction. He..advocated tho 
election of' tho president 'and the senate 
bv wealthy people of tho country and 
upon falling to have his idea adopted, 
eft the constitutional- convention' and 
went home. As secretary of the treasury 
he favored allowing the wealthy people 
if the country to control the govern-

"Commodities Clause" of the Inter- 
state commerce act of 1906, known as 
the Hepburn Railroad Rate Law, Is 
constitutional was today in effect de- 
clared liy the supreme court of the 
United States. 


The decision 
was 
announced 
by 


Justice White. 
The court reversed 


and remanded the decision 
of 
the 


United States circuit court, but the 
only directions were to enforce and 
apply tho statute as It Is now con- 
strued. 


Briefly summarized the decision of 


the supreme court holds the la\v to 
h« constitutional, but it does not con- 
cede the contentions of the 
govern- 


ment as to Us scope. An especial ex- 
ception was as tn the ownership • of 
stock in a different corporation, which 
It was held did not constitute such 
ownership as would prohibit transpor- 
tation under the terms of the law. It 
was also held that ownership of thp 
commodity applied only to the time of 
transportation. If before transporting 
It the railroad company has In good 
faith parted with the commodity it 
may carry it. 
One principal point of 


the decision was In relation to rail- 
roads holding the stock of subordi- 
nate companies and on that point tho 
finding was favorable to the roads. 


Justice Harlan

own in wholi! or in part, or in which It 
may have any interest, direct or indl-, 
rect. except such articles or commo- 
' 


ditles as may bo necessary and Intend- 
ed for Its use In the conduct of its busl- •; 
ness as n. common carrier." 


The circuit court decided against the/ 


constitutionality of tho provision be-i 
cause, as it was alleged, it deprives 
the corporations of their liberty and jot 
property In a wny that Is prohibited by, 
the fifth amendment to the constl'/u- 
tlon. It was also hold by that co;urt 
that the clause, "not indirectly, out 
directly," works a practical conflteca- 
tlon of the property of the railroad;' 
hence the law was held to be Invalid/ 
and "in its nature and effect ft. dla- • • 
criminative, prohibition."

Impressive services, special music, 


eloquent sermons and immense congre-

Sunday at St. Patrick's and St. Peter's 
Catholic churches, where large classes 
of boys and girls received their first 
communion in the morning and in the 
afternoon or evening were confirmed 
by lit. Rev. Bishop Alerdlng. ,In both 
churches the procession of little boys 
and girls, preceding the first communi- 
cants^ were especially beautiful this 


) year. Solemn high mass at St Pat- 
" rick's at 9 o'ciock was celebrated by 
Rev. Joseph F. Delaney, who delivered 
a most thoughtful and touching ser- 
mon. 
Rev. Charles Thiele, rector at 


St. Peter's church, celebrated solemn 
high mass at 8:45 o'clock and preached 
an able and memorable sermon, par- 
ticularly applicable to the occasion. 
Twenty-nine girls and thirty-one boys 
at St. Patrick's and thirty boys and 
thirty-three girls at St. Peter's re- 
ceived their first communion at the 
solemn high mass. 


The altars and sanctuaries at both 


churches 
were artistically decorated 


for the services and the altars lighted 
by myriads of candles. Sunday after- 
noon at 2:30 o'clock Rt. Rev. Bishop 
Alerding celebrated pontifical vespers 
at St. Patrick's. Rev. Charles. Thiele, 
of St. Peter's, was assistant priest; 
Rev. William C. Miller, the bishop'-s 
secretary, and Rev. Michael Aichingor, 
of St. Peter's, deacons of honor; Rev. 
Simon M. Yenh, diocesan chancellor, 
master of ceremonies. Rov. Joseph F. 
Delaney, his assistant, Rev. James P. 
Durham, and Rev. Edward Mungovan, 
pastor of St. Patrick's church, Arcola, 
were present in the sanctuary. 


Following vespers Rt. Rev. Bishop 


Alerding delivered the sermon preced- 
ing, the administration of the sacra- 


' merit of confirmation. ' In beginning 


his splendid discourse the prelate spoke 
on the divinity and humanity of Jesus 


(j Christ and the establishment of .his 


• church, which possesses both of the 


characteristics 
of its founder. 
The 


church, he stated,, -was divine because 
of her.founder, and human because of 
her mission in the human family. This 
' 
church has a mission to bring home to 
the: children of men the great funda- 
mental, eternal truths revealed to her 


' by'Vchrlst himself. It was then shown 


that the church, inorder to bring these 
truths within' the scope of human en- 
ligh'tenment and intelligence in a sense 
humanizes them, thus giving rise to 
ceremony or litury, which properly un- 
derstood will make these supernatural 
truths human in a sense. It was cited 
that the' church never does anything 
that is not accompanied by some cere- 
mony.

In conclu- 
sion he urged his auditors, particularly 
those whom he wa.s. about to confirm, 
to'give greater study to the ceremonial 
and liturgy of the church that they 


, might gain a stlfl greater insight into 


the sacraments administered, assuring 
them that to the pure of heart, the up- 
right of soul, those whose wills were in 


*• conformity to the will of God, the sac- 


raments would have the greatest signi- 
ficance. 


After the sermon the bishop confirm- 


ed a class numbering sixty-nine and 
later gave benediction of the blessed 
sacrament. The attendance at the serv- 
ice was very large, every available 
seat in the spacious auditorium being 
occupied. 


Sunday evening at 7:30 o'clock con- 


firmation services were 
held at St. 


Peter's church.

beautiful new altars were brilliantly il- 
luminated. Rt. Rev. Bishop Alerding 
delivered the sermon lor the occasion, 
preaching in German.

I am unable to attend the coming na- 
tional peace congress at Chicago and 
there to express my earnest sympathy 
with the object of the assembling ot 
so many distinguished men in the in- 
terest of world peace. That progress 
has been-made in the matter of peace 
everywhere by international action 
and by the moral pressure of the peo- 
ples of the earth any one who has ex-, 
amlned the record must admit. It is 
true that armaments go on increasing 
in cost, but it Is also true that the 
burdens presented by this competition 
in armament are growing heavier and 
heavier, and the problems for solution 
consistent with their increase become 
more and more difficult. 
The possi- 


bilities of war now arising come chiefly 
from Irresponsibilities of government, 
and in those countries where stability 
of internal control is lacking. -The 
United States has contributed much to 
the cause of peace by assisting coun- 
tries weak in respect to their, internal 
government so- as to strengthen 
In 


I them, the cause'Joit.law and.order. This 
relationship of guardian and ward as 
between nations- and countries, in my 
judgment, helps along'the cause of in- 
ternational peace and indicates pro- 
gress in civilization. The policy of the 
United States in avoiding war under 
rill'circumstances except those plainly 
inconsistent with honor or its highest 
welfare has been made so clear to the 
world as hardly to need statement at 
my hands. I can only say that so far 
as my legitimate 
influence 
extends 


while at the head of this'government 
it will always be exerted in the full'in 
favor of peace, not only as between 
this country and other countries, but 
as between our sister nations.
